If the “honor system” is to be tried at SSC the advo- 
cators are going to have to convert a certain minority who 
have infiltrated the campus with their criminally-minded 
vehicles. 

Honor is a virtue which few, if any, will deny, and it 
would be a proud day in the State Coliege’s history if a 
system of this type were begun. But unless this plan can 
find its way into the parking lots of the campus there is no 
hope for its possible existence. 


A Needy ¢ Cause 


James Graham, 20-year-old sophomore at Sacramento 
State, was overcome by fumes from a gas heater earlier this 
week and died from carbon monoxide poisoning. 

Graham did many odd jobs to finance his education and 
support his 19 year oki wife and two small children. He was 
cleaning the walls, windows and floors of a duplex to help in 
the financing when the tragedy occurred, 

He was employed by the janitorial staff of the college 
and helped with the cleaning of the classrooms and offices 
in Douglass hall and Q building. He was also eraployéd by 
Lever Brothers Co, on Fruitridge Road. 

It is hard to describe the effect this tragic event has had 
upon his wife and children, and there is very little anyone 
can say to relieve the shock it has had on Mrs. Graham. 
There is, however, one small way in which SSC students 
could help this fatherless family—financially. 

Sacramento State has supported many worthy drives in 
the past through its generous donations, and surely no con- 
tribution could be more deserving than the financial! support 
of Barbara Graham and her two small children, 

It would seem only appropriate that the student associa- 
tion open a drive during this morning’s rally for a cause so 
close to home.

Young manufacturing 
expert pioneers in
